the employee needs this information to file a complaint or 

otherwise communicate on a minimum wage or wage theft 

issue; 

Retaliation restrictions and prohibitions, with rights protected, 

including but not limited to: the right to file a complaint, inform 

any person about any party’s alleged noncompliance, and the 

right to inform any person of his or her potential rights or assist 

him or her in asserting such rights; the right of employees to 

speak about their working conditions with the employer, 

government agency, in an investigation, with a community 

based organization (CBO), or in a meeting or public hearing; 

and for retaliatory action by the employer, the employee shall be 

entitled to reinstatement and a trebling of all back wages and 

penalties; 

Subpoena powers; 

Authority to recover costs from employers to reimburse the 

County for costs associated with processing wage theft claims 

that are adjudicated in favor of the employee; and
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Partnerships with enforcement authorities; and

2. Direct the Chief Executive Officer to designate the Department of 

Consumer and Business Affairs (DCBA) as the entity responsible 

for enforcement of the Minimum Wage Ordinance; immediately 

begin implementation of the Wage Enforcement Program (WEP) as 

proposed in the Chief Executive Officer’s report dated November 

10, 2015; and identify existing funds within the budget to be 

allocated to support FY 2015-16 program staffing of five (5) 

positions estimated at $408,000, and direct the Chief Executive 

Officer to allocate these funds in two weeks for the following 

positions: including one Chief, three Consumer Affairs 

Representative III, and one Public Information Officer positions; and 

include the positions listed above and an additional four Consumer 

Affairs Representatives III and two Management Analyst positions 

during the FY 2016-17 Recommended Budget, based on the data 

reflected in the quarterly reports referenced in Recommendation 

No. 6 below; 

3. Direct the Chief Executive Officer and the County’s legislative 

advocates in Sacramento, in collaboration with DCBA and the 

Interim County Counsel to report back to the Board on any potential 

legislation needed to enhance the tools available to the County and 

pursue legislation which would authorize DCBA, after legal review 

from County Counsel, to directly issue administrative subpoenas to 

investigate allegations of consumer fraud, including wage theft; 

4. Direct the Treasurer and Tax Collector, Interim County Counsel, 

Chief Executive Officer, and all relevant Departments to report back 

to the Board in writing within 90 days on the existing criteria and 

practices for business registration, licensing, or permitting 

processes of all 88 cities in Los Angeles County and on the 

feasibility of expanding business licensing to all businesses in the 

unincorporated areas and to incorporate, to the greatest extent 

allowed by law, wage theft criteria in business licensing, 

registration, or permitting processes; 

5. Direct the Chief Executive Officer and Director of Consumer and 

Business Affairs to report back to the Board on a quarterly basis in 

writing on progress made in hiring WEP staff and establishing WEP 

operations in an accessible, furnished and convenient location by 

July 1, 2016; 
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6. Direct the Chief Executive Officer, Interim County Counsel and 

Director of Consumer and Business Affairs to report back to the 

Board in writing on a quarterly basis, upon commencement of WEP 

operations, on caseload trends, workloads, successes and 

challenges, particularly insofar as this data would warrant additional 

WEP staffing that the Board should consider funding;
